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Council leader quits 
over advice on plans 


EAST Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s leader 
has quit in controversy 
after admitting “foolishly” 
commenting on plans for 
land which he owns. 

Cllr Brian Ashton resigned 
as leader on Tuesday after it 
was revealed he sent an email 
to the creators of Ely’s 
Masterplan advising them how 
the Lisle Lane site in the city 
should be used. 

But Cllr Ashton owns a one-acre 
patch of land at the city centre site 
which he currently lets out to 
builders merchants Travis Perkins, 
but which is likely to be turned 
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into housing or retail premises 
over the next decade. 

There are no allegations of corr¬ 
uption against the council leader, but 
his advice that the land should not be 
used for leisure purposes constituted 
a clear conflict of interest as he would 
benefit from any sale to developers. 

The revelation of the private email 
to the Masterplan’s author, Dr 
Nicholas Falk from Urbed, has thrown 
the future of the £49,000 document 
into turmoil. 

It was announced at the annual 
council meeting in Nutholt Lane, Ely, 
that the plan had been put back for 
consideration by the strategic develop¬ 
ment committtee on the legal advice 


of council officers. 

Cllr Ashton, who has always 
declared his family’s 55-year-old 
interest in the Travis Perkins site, 
said: “I unreservedly apologise to 
everyone who has been involved in the 
process for the delay, inconvenience 
and cost that this referral has caused. 

“In the best interests of the council 
and to allow the Masterplan process to 
recover its progress, I feel that it is my 
duty to resign as leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, so 
that everyone can refocus on their 
future.” 

He explained how he had 
“foolishly” commented on the plans 
for Lisle Lane as he made other 
comments on a series of artist’s 
impressions of other plans for the city, 
which had been emailed to him.

Campaign to cut road deaths 
highlights girl passengers 


TEENAGE girls are being 
targeted in a campaign to cut 
deaths on Cambridgeshire’s 
roads. 

Paramedics, police and 
firefighters visited Witchford 
Village College last week to 
promote the message that 
young women can help to cut 
road deaths - even if they are 
not driving. 

Statistics show that girls face 
a greater risk of death or 
serious injury while riding as a 
passenger than the young 
man behind the wheel. 
Organiser Julie Sandbrook, 
from Ely fire station, said: 
“These girls are only 15 or 
16, but some are already out 


and about with boyfriends 
who have driving licences. 
“They are actually more at 
risk than these drivers, so 
we want to let them know 
the dangers they face.” 

She added: “Excessive 
speed, mobile phone use and 
the increasing prevalence of 
drug-related incidents are all 
something these young 
women can help to stop. 
“Girls can have quite an 
influence over young men, so 
it’s important to let them 
know they can do something, 
even if they are in the 
passenger seat.”

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Gallery bids goodbye 
with acclaimed debut

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A TALENTED local 
artist - whose fans 
include Tony Blair and 
Debbie Harry - will 
exhibit his work at the 
Babylon Gallery’s final 
show. 

Adam Bridgland’s first 
solo show will bring to 
an end eight years of 
modern art at the gallery 
in Waterside, Ely which 
attracts more than 25,000 
visitors to the city each 
year. 

The gallery will close 
on June 29 after East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council slashed £70,000 
from the funding of Arts 
Development in East 
Cambridgeshire, which 
could no longer afford to 
run it. 

The final show is called 
Every Town Can Be Full 
Of Interest If You Train 
Yourself To Find It and 
includes many works 
inspired by Ely, which is 
close to Adam’s family 
home in Sutton. 

Adam, 28, who studied 
at Witchford Village 
College and Long Road 
Sixth Form, in Cam¬ 
bridge, said: “It’s a real 
shame to lose such a 
great gallery, which has 
shown so much fantastic 
art over the years. 

“I remember coming 
here to see an exhibition 
by Peter Blake, which 
was really inspirational 
to see as a young artist. 

“It’s a huge privilege to 


show my own work here, 
but it’s sad that school 
children in the Ely area 
will be deprived of the 
chance to see these great 
art works.” 

Adam, whose work has 
recently been bought to 
hang in Tony Blair’s new 
London office, explained 
how his art work is 
heavily influenced by his 
childhood in the Fens. 

He said: “It’s a lot 
about escapism. 


“I suppose it goes back 
to my experiences with 
friends, when we would 
get on our bikes and head 
off to Haddenham Fen 
and mess about for 
hours. 

“I’m also excited by 
ideas of tourism and 
holidays and I like 
exploring the ideas of 
expectation and dis¬ 
appointment. 

“I suppose the Babylon 
is also a major tourist 


destination for Ely, second 
only to the cathedral, so 
it’s a shame that it is 
closing.” 

Adam, who graduated 
from the Royal College of 
Art in 2006 after attending 
Cambridge Regional 
College, is the gallery’s 
fourth bursary artist 
since the scheme was set 
up four years ago. 

His talent was first 
spotted while studying at 
Witchford Village College, 
by head of art Keith 
McPherson. 

He said: “Adam was an 
exceptional student, very 
motivated and his work 
was always of an 
outstanding quality 

“I’ve followed his 
career with interest over 
the years, so I’m not 
surprised to see that he 
has done so well. 

“It’s particularly 
appropriate that the last 
exhibition at the gallery 
will be a major portfolio 
of new work from a local 
artist who is becoming 
nationally recognised. 

“Adam is the third of 
our students to go on to 
study at the Royal College 
of Art - a great 
achievement for Witchford 
too.” 

The show, which 
opened on Saturday, is 
free, and runs until 
Sunday, June 29.

He maintained it was a gen¬ 
uine error from a misunder¬ 
standing of the stringent 
guidelines set by the local 
government standards board. 

He said: “There is increas¬ 
ing concern that the only safe 
answer is for councillors with 
any kind of interest to 
exclude themselves from such 
broad-based processes in case 
their participation can be con¬ 
strued as bias. 

“This seems to be against 
the interest of representative 
democracy” 

The emails which prompted 
Cllr Ashton’s resignation 
were uncovered by Cllr Ian 
Allen, deputy leader of the 
council’s opposition Liberal 
Democrat group. 

Cllr Allen obtained the 
emails using the Freedom of 
Information Act after be¬ 
coming concerned over a lack 
of consultation on the Ely 
Masterplan, which he be¬ 
lieved was being driven 
through by the council’s 
ruling Tory group. 

He said: “I had suspicions 
that people were more deeply 
involved in the process than 
they should have been, 
considering their interests. 

“The Masterplan is deeply 
flawed and many constituents 
had raised their concerns 
over it. Cllr Ashton decided 
the Masterplan should be 
decided by the Tory group 
alone and because it has been 
closed off there has been sus¬ 
picions about the process. 

“We did not have fair access 
to the information. The Mas¬ 


terplan is a document that 
will last for 20 years and 
needs agreement from all 
groups.” 

Cllr Andy Wright, said at 
the annual meeting: “In 32 
years on this council this is 
one of the saddest days. 

“Process, politics and 
procedure have obstructed the 
functions of this council and 
humiliated a wholly decent 
man. I have never doubted 
Brian Ashton’s integrity” 

Cllr Bill Hunt condemned 
Cllr Allen’s actions saying: 
“You have acted against the 
people of East Cambridge¬ 
shire for one aim: cheap 
political point scoring.” 

John Hill, Chief Executive 
of East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, said: “We 
have been made aware of 
possible irregularities in the 
process by which the Ely 
Masterplan was prepared by 
the steering group, in terms of 
the involvement of the leader 
in aspects of the plan which 
could affect his property at 
Lisle Lane and the con¬ 
stitution of the group. 

“Once the district council’s 
monitoring officer was aware 
of these concerns the district 
auditor was alerted and they 
will now pursue independent 
investigations to determine 
the facts of the matter. 

“In light of the issues which 
this raises regarding the 
Masterplanning process, 
councillors will be asked to 
consider the various options 
ahead in order to progress 
with the document.” 
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A FUND has been set up 
to help two young boys 
orphaned by the sudden 
death of their mother. 

Ten-year-old Garath Brown¬ 
ing and his brother Conner, 
seven, are being looked after by 
their grandparents after the 
death of their mum, Brenda, 
from blood poisoning, two 
weeks ago. 

The boys were at home in 
Longfields, Ely, on Sunday, 
April 27, with their mother, a 
scientist at Waterbeach’s Bio¬ 
synergy plant, when she began 
feeling unwell. 

Thinking she had flu, the 41 
year old contacted NHS Direct 
about her symptoms, and it 
immediately sent an ambu¬ 
lance to take her to hospital. 

It was the last time the boys 
saw her - Brenda died that night 
in Addenbrooke’s Hospital of 
septicaemia from an open sore 
that had failed to heal. 

Her mother, Marjorie Green, 
62, said: “She rang me on the 
Friday saying she felt very 
unwell and asked if I could 
pick the boys up from school, 
but she was feeling better on 
the Saturday. 

“However, I got a call on the

Sunday, asking me to look after 
the boys again. It was the last 
time I spoke her. 

“She was unconscious when 
we got to the hospital and she 
died that evening.” 

She added: “Brenda was a 
bubbly, bright and helpful 
daughter. She was a musician 
and played the violin, and a 
mechanic, but most of all she 
was a very loving mother.” 

Mrs Green and Brenda’s 
father, Barry, 64, have now set 
up a fund to help Garath and 
Conner, whose father Nigel 
died two years ago. 

Parents of pupils at Ely’s St 
John’s Primary School are 


contributing to the fund, which 
will help adapt the boys’ home 
to help Garath, who has mob¬ 
ility difficulties and needs a 
wheelchair to travel long dist¬ 
ances. 

Mr Green said: “The school 
has been exceptionally good. It 
paid for their school dinners 
and for the boys to go to a 
disco. 

“Parents at the school have 
also been very supportive. Our 
neighbours, who got on very 
well with Brenda, have taken 
Conner and Garath to school 
and picked them up each day. 

“It has been so traumatic for 
them, so we’d like to keep them 
in the school as it is a very 
stable environment for them.” 

After the tragedy, the grand¬ 
parents moved in to the boys’ 
home to look after them. 

“We have trouble living here 
because there isn’t a down¬ 
stairs toilet and it’s hard to get 
up the stairs, as we are pen¬ 
sioners with disabilities,” said 
Mrs Green. 

“I hope we can stay here, but 
it’s going to be hard as we are 
living off our pensions and are 
now bringing up two boys.”

KEEPING her eyes fixed firmly 
on the pavement, Marion 
Thulborn was determined not 
to look up. The former teacher - 
once at ease in front of a full 
classroom - was terrified of 
making eye contact with a 
single passer-by 

“I was scraping the bottom,” admits 
the 60-year-old. “Wherever I went I kept 
my eyes down so I didn’t have to look at 
anyone - so they wouldn’t try and talk 
tome. 

“It had got to the stage where, when I 
was making conversation, I’d get things 
wrong and feel embarrassed. I was 
made to feel silly so I just thought: ‘This 
isn’t worth it’. 

“I think that’s what happens to most 
people when they lose their hearing. 
And that’s why being deaf is so 
isolating.” 

To meet her now, a very sociable and 
outgoing character, it’s hard to believe 
Marion was once so withdrawn. In the 
last five years, the mum-of-three says 
her life has been completely 
transformed - by her beloved hearing 
dog, Cole. 

“I was at my lowest ebb when Coley 
arrived,” admits Marion. “As soon as I 
got him things started to change. I had 
to go out, because he had to be 
exercised. And I soon started talking to 
people: they’d see his coat and stop me 
to say: ‘What a beautiful dog. What does 
he do? Where did you get him?’

New shelter is Paradise 


A NEW youth shelter has 
opened in Ely - with four 
more soon to be installed 
across East 
Cambridgeshire. 

The shelter at the 
Paradise Centre, in 
Newnham Street, was 
officially opened by Ely’s 
outgoing mayor, 

Councillor Ron Bradney, 
who was joined by young 
people and councillors 
who helped plan the area. 
The site had been empty 
since its skatepark 
relocated to St John’s 
Recreation Ground last 
year, leading some 
teenagers to ask for a new 
meeting point there. 

The Paradise shelter was 
built using part of a 
£10,000 lottery grant 
given to City of Ely 
Council. 

Councillors have also 
promised more leisure 
facilities, such as a 
basketball hoop, in the 
future if youngsters look 
after the site. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, who 
led moves for the shelter, 


said: “We needed to give 
young people a place to 
call their own, so we 
asked them what they 
wanted. 

“This meeting area was a 
very popular suggestion, 
so we’ve built something 
which looks modern that 
Ely’s young people can 
enjoy. 

“It’s the young people 
themselves who’ve 
helped draw up the 
design and I’m sure it will 
be a hit with them. 

“We will see how it goes 
and, if they look after it, 
we will ask them what 
else they want there.” 
Further shelters will now 
be installed in Soham and 
Littleport later this year, 
and in Burwell and Sutton 
in 2009, using a £200,000 
lottery grant secured by 
East Cambridgeshire 
District Council for 
recreation purposes last 
year. 

Michelle Burrell, the 
council’s play and 
physical activity co¬ 
ordinator, said: “Shelters 


in other areas have given 
young people a place 
where they can safely 
meet up with their friends 
and socialise. 

“They have also reduced 
the perception of 
antisocial behaviour, 
which makes a big 
difference to many 
vulnerable people who 
may otherwise feel at 
risk.” 

Consultation on how to 
use the rest of the lottery 
money is still ongoing, but 
the park in St John’s 
Recreation Ground is 
thought to be top of the 
list for improvements. 

Cllr Hobbs, the city 
council’s chairman of 
recreation services, said: 
“This play equipment is 
about 16 years old and it 
has been very well used 
over the years, so we are 
looking at upgrading it.”

BEETLEMANIA has 
broken out with a rare 
find at Cambridgeshire’s 
Wicken Fen. 

One of the UK’s rarest bugs, 
the Crucifix Ground Beetle, 
has been discovered at the 
National Trust reserve near 
Ely after not being seen there 
for more than half a century. 

The bug - full name 
Panagaeus Cruxmajor - is 
under threat of extinction, and 
is listed as an endangered 
species in the UK’s Red Data 
Book. 

It has also been named as a 
“priority for conservation” in 
the Government’s Biodiversity 
Action Plan. 

Before the discovery at 
Wicken Fen, the eye-catching 
orange and black beetle was 
thought to survive at only three 
places in the UK, and at one of 
those it had not been seen for 
10 years.

The last recorded sighting at 
Wicken Fen was in 1951, 
despite regular and widespread 
searches by experts. 

The beetle was even a rarity 
in Victorian times, and was 
considered a great prize by 
Victorian entomologists. 
Charles Darwin, a very keen 
collector of beetles, found the 
species “near Cambridge” 
when he was an undergraduate 


at Cambridge University in the 
1820s. 

It was found at Wicken Fen 
many times in the early part of 
the 20th Century but records 
then became increasingly 
sparse. 

Stuart Warrington, the 
National Trust nature 
conservation adviser who 
discovered the beetle, said: “It 
is the rarest species I have ever 
seen and in the insect world it 
is perhaps the equivalent of a 
Bittern for ornithologists.” 

Beetle expert Tony Drane, 
who has been visiting Wicken 
Fen for 30 years, said: “It is 
fantastic that this rare species 
has been re-discovered at 
Wicken Fen. 

“It has probably never been 
away but has survived 
undetected in low numbers in 
the Fen alongside Wicken Lode. 
This is one of a number of rare 
species in decline which 
survive at Wicken Fen.” 

The National Trust has long¬ 
term plans to expand the size of 
the nature reserve.

Why be fixed on one solution? 


Sir, My problem with The Masterplan is 
that it treats Ely as though its future can be 
solved in isolation. Indeed, some parts of 
the plan involved with better leisure 
facilities, green spaces, riverside access 
can be dealt with by local action and 
cannot be argued with. 

Much of the grand plans for the 
development of 5,000 more houses, shops 
and jobs come down to the assumption 
that the Ely Southern Bypass will be built. 
This has twice been refused government 
funding and the projected cost has jumped 
from a figure of £15m to £27m in what 
seems a remarkably short time. 

As a resident of the village of Stuntney, I 
see at first hand the volume of traffic, 
much of it HGVs, that uses the A142. It is 
often difficult to get onto the A142 from our 
village road when heading in the direction 
of Soham. 

I would ask this question. Has there ever 
been a survey carried out to establish 


where all this heavy transport is coming 
from and where it is going? I suggest that 
the answer is that much of it has come 
from or is going to Felixstowe docks and is 
heading to or from the Midlands or the 
north. Drivers will choose the route that 
gives them the quickest times and least 
hassle. That means avoiding the notorious 
A14 and its long delays not infrequently 
caused by accidents. 

Now what will be the effect of the Ely 
Southern Bypass if it ever comes? It will 
do away with the railway crossing holdups 
and therefore make the A142 more 
attractive to HGV drivers, result - still more 
HGVs using the outskirts of Ely as a 
through route. I dread to think of how this 
will affect the A142 traffic with its many 
slow-moving farm vehicles, and what 
about the holdups at the roundabouts on 
Angel Drove. 

We are just a small part of massive traffic 
congestion problems affecting much of the 


country’s main routes, where traffic 
volumes have grown much faster than 
road improvements. Opportunities to shift 
long distance movement of goods from 
road to rail have been missed in the past. 
The Masterplan seems to assume that the 
Ely Southern Bypass is the key to our 
future but to the government it is just a 
small part of a very big problem. 

Instead of being fixed on this very 
uncertain project which will bring still more 
traffic our way why not push for A14 
improvements. Or, has anyone at county 
level considered a Wicken bypass that 
would take traffic straight onto the A10 
missing Ely altogether? No new river 
bridges and only infrequent rail crossing 
holdups. Perhaps this is a too radical 
suggestion for minds that seem fixed on 
the one solution.

Investors keen on 
leisure centre bid 


THE future of a new £11.5 
million leisure centre 
looks bright after several 
major UK businesses said 
they were keen to invest 
in it. 

Four of the UK’s main leisure

Moakes said: “It is really 
impressive to see how quickly 
we have moved forward with 
identifying a site, funding 
options and a mix of 
commercial investment 
opportunities which could 
make this development a 
reality 

“It is likely that the new 
centre will cost in the region of 
£11.5 million, which is a 
significant amount of money 
for a district council to find, so 
we should not get carried away 
too quickly. 

“However, we should be 
bullish that we have achieved 
so much in a short time. 

“The support we have seen 
for a new centre is 
overwhelming and we are 
tackling the crucial issue of 
financing through council 
reserves, section 106 funding 
and commercial developments. 

“It is crucial for us all that 
we get this right. We want to 


ensure we create generations 
of fit and active adults and 
children - the report this week 
should show us we are heading 
in the right direction. 

“Whenever you propose a 
major project it is always vital 
to plan for every last detail and 
I believe the work so far is 
doing exactly this.” 

The council has already 
bought the land for the site and 
committed £165,000 to the 
project, but needs to find a 
private investor to put up most 
of the money It hopes to draw 
up a shortlist of interested 
companies by January next 
year and put the project out to 
tender by January 2010. 

The council could then seek 
planning permission in August 
that year, with a contract 
awarded to the successful 
company the following month. 

The project may also see a 
commercial five-a-side football 
centre with floodlit pitches 
built nearby, while a multi¬ 
screen cinema has been 
mooted in future plans.

crashed into a hill on the 
Greek-Albanian border 
on December 7,1940. 

But his mother, Fran¬ 
ces Taylor, refused to 
allow his name to be put 
on the Market Place 
memorial because she 
thought he was still 
alive. 

Mrs Taylor, whose 
husband Harry was 
killed in the First World 
War, believed her son 
had suffered amnesia 
and had been looked 
after by a Greek family, 
but would return home 
one day. 

Harry’s body could 
never be formally iden¬ 
tified as the plane’s 
wreckage was only 
discovered in the 1950s 
when the crew’s bodies 
were buried in a ceme¬ 
tery near Athens. 

His story emerged 
after a picture of him - 
in uniform relaxing on 
the River Ouse - was 
printed in the Weekly 
News last month. 

Since then, there have 
been calls from his 
family, friends, readers 
and the city’s Royal 
British Legion for his 
name to be finally added 
to the list of brave Ely 
servicemen who died in 
the two world wars.

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Research hope 
for shift workers

JET-LAGGED travellers 
and worn-out shift 
workers could see their 
lives transformed after 
Cambridgeshire scien¬ 
tists uncovered some of 
the secrets of our body 
clocks. 

Work at the Medical Res¬ 
earch Council (MRC) Lab¬ 
oratory of Molecular Biology, 
in Cambridge could lead to 
therapies for people whose 
sleep is disrupted by long¬ 
distance travel, shift work or 
old age - and whose health can 
often be at risk as a con¬ 
sequence. 

Dr Michael Hastings, Dr 
Elizabeth Maywood and Dr 
John O’Neill found circadian 
rhythms, the body’s 24-hour 
cycles, are driven by a combin¬ 
ation of small intracellular 
molecules and their “clock” 
genes. And the small 
molecules, unlike the genes, 
are receptive to drug therapies. 

The research is published 
this week in the journal 
Science. Building on the team’s 
theory, the MRC has lodged a 
patent application for body 
clock drug treatments it hopes 
to develop.

Dr Hastings said: “What 
normally happens with jet-lag 
or shift work is that the body 
clock needs one day to adjust 
for every hour of time 
difference. 

“For a shift worker who goes 
from a week of mornings to a 
week of nights, the body clock 
is forever trying to catch up. 
We could find a tablet and they 


could make that readjustment 
on the first night. 

“If you or I fly to the west 
coast of the USA, that is a time 
difference of eight hours to 
adapt to. These treatments 
could be used on a one-off 
basis to slow down the body 
clock, enabling us to adjust 
much more quickly to a new 
time-zone.” 

Dr Hastings and his team 
worked on mice, which have a 
20-hour body clock. Using a 
tablet-like treatment, they 
slowed down the mouse body 
clock to a normal 24 hours. 

The research found that the 
molecule c-AMP is involved in 
a “loop”, working alongside 
circadian genes and proteins in 
the the brain’s hypothalamus. 
The same loop also keeps the 
body clock ticking in the heart, 
lungs, liver and nervous 
system. 

Dr Hastings said: “Just about 
everything our body does 
changes over day and night. 
For example, how well the liver 
can process our meals, and any 
medicines we may take, 
changes. 

“People who do shift work 
who have irregular eating 
patterns quite often, in the 
long-term, have a greater 
incidence of metabolic 
illness.”

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Food for thought as survey 
reveals hospital ratings 


HOSPITAL patients have 
given glowing ratings for 
care and food at Papworth 
and Hinchingbrooke - but 
they are less impressed with 
Addenbrooke’s. 

Inpatients across the UK rated 
the country’s 165 acute NHS trusts 
on overall care, food and whether 
they stayed in single-sex wards in a 
survey for the Healthcare Com¬ 
mission. The independent health 
watchdog released the results last 
week. 

Papworth was ranked sixth for 
care, sixth for food and 21st for 
same-sex wards. 

Hinchingbrooke continued to 
impress, despite its £38.7 million 
debt, coming 46th for care, 16th for 
food and 65th for same-sex wards. 

Addenbrooke’s, a major teaching 
hospital and foundation trust 
which built up a surplus of nearly 
£10 million in the last financial 
year, was ranked 80th for care and 
97th for food. The hospital ranked 
19th on same-sex wards. 

In individual categories, Hinch¬ 
ingbrooke was in the top 20 per cent 
of trusts for confidence in the 
hospital’s doctors, being involved in 
decisions about treatment and 
having someone to talk to about 
concerns and worries. 

Despite spending less per patient 
on food than Addenbrooke’s, Hinch¬ 
ingbrooke beat its larger neighbour.

But it was in the bottom 20 per 
cent for length of time taken from 
seeing a GP about referral to 
admission to hospital. 

Mark Millar, Hinchingbrooke’s 
chief executive, said: “Our staff 
should be very proud of the fact 
that our patients think we are doing 
extremely well in a number of 
areas, and we will be looking at the 
results in more detail to identify 
and address any issues our patients 
may be having with their care.” 

Brenda Hennessy, director of 
patient experience at Adden¬ 
brooke’s, said the survey high¬ 
lighted areas for improvement. 

She said: “We’re pleased that pat¬ 
ients felt that doctors kept them 
informed about their treatment, 
and the feedback on single-sex 
facilities was encouraging. 

“The information used to cal¬ 
culate these ratings was collected 
last July 

“A more recent survey, which had 
a bigger sample size than the 
Healthcare Commission research, 
found that 80 per cent of our 
inpatients were happy with the 
food, and 94 per cent said we met or 
exceeded their expectations with 
regard to overall care.” 

Claire Tripp, director of nursing 
at Papworth, said: “We’re absol¬ 
utely thrilled. We did well in just 



about all areas. It is a tribute to staff 
and patients to keep these stand¬ 
ards so high. Scoring high for priv¬ 
acy and dignity was particularly 
positive. 

“We continue to work with our 
patient experience department to 
make sure we can sustain this and 
continue to deliver for patients, and 
not rest on our laurels or be 
complacent.” 

Ms Tripp added: “Communic¬ 
ation with clinical teams was good, 
as was handwashing, which is top 
of the agenda in terms of reducing 
infections.” 

Scores for same-sex toilets were 
lower than other categories, but Ms 
Tripp said the hospital had been 
talking to patients to see whether 
this was a major issue.

On food, she said: “We have a 
great relationship with our external 
contractor.

Ma xim um 
class sizes 
of 25 urged 

CLASS sizes should be cut to a 
maximum of 25 to help young 
children who struggle with read¬ 
ing, says a report on primary 
education. 

The findings follow a row over 
suggestions by Schools Minister 
Jim Knight that classes of up to 70 
were “perfectly acceptable”. 

The research was part of the 
Cambridge-based Primary Review, 
the biggest inquiry into primary 
education in England for 40 years. 

The study suggests 12-year-olds 
in the first year of secondary 
school could also benefit from 
smaller classes. 

But despite evidence that 
smaller groups yield results, there 
has been a rise in “whole class” 
teaching, traditionally associated 
with children learning by rote, the 
report said. 

It added: “The age of the pupil is 
important when considering class 
size effects. 

“There is a clear case for small 
class sizes in the reception year, 
but research also shows where 
resources could be further 
targeted.” 

It said schools should consider 
grouping children within their 
classes to let them interact with 
each other more. 

But it acknowledged curriculum 
pressures had led to whole class 
teaching. 

The Department for Children, 
Schools and Families said small 
classes in the early years were 
important, so the legal limit for 
ages up to seven was 30 pupils.

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out!

I Send off change of address cards. 

- Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office.

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

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Enjoy Touareg’s refined adventure 


IF you were keen on 
polishing up your 
green credentials I 
don’t think the 
Touareg R50 would be 
your first choice, 
writes Rodney Tibbs. 

What is remarkable 
about the Touareg is that in 
spite of a concerted 
programme of taxation and 
social vilification directed 
against large and thirsty 
4x4’s it continues to sell in 
such numbers. 

Almost as though it was 
totally unaware of what the 
neighbours are saying 
about itt, Volkswagen has 
decided to substantially 
upgrade the Touareg and, 
leaving the politicking 
aside, has come up with a 
remarkable machine. 

Remarkable because it 
manages to combine almost 
indecent luxury with 
breathtaking power and 
performance. It is only 
when you look at the C02 
emissions (333g/km) and 
fuel consumption (22.4mpg 
if you are lucky) that the 
downside may intrude. 

The biggest feature of 
this new car is the lump 
under the bonnet. 

This is a 5.0-litre 
diesel V10 which 
produces 348bhp 
with a 0-62 
performance of 
6.7 seconds. The 
test car cost 
£61,990 so you 
would expect a 
readout on the 
dash telling you 


of instant fuel 
consumption. Try as I 
might I could not lift it 
much above 14mpg! 

In essence the R50 is 
really a reply to the top-of- 
the-range Porsche Cayenne 
- a wannabe luxury sports 
car even though it is a giant 
off-roader. My own view is 
that cars of this type 
merely extend what you 
can do with sufficient 
money. So the Touareg 
would enable you pass 
through swamp, desert and 
rainforest without ever 
being aware of the heat, 
dust and flies outside. 

Its list of kit is formid¬ 
able. There is every type of 
electronic drive and 
stabilisation programme 
imaginable plus continuous 
damping, auto self¬ 
levelling, speed sensitive 
height adjustment, adaptive 
roll compensation and so 
on. 

Pampering the occupants 
are front seats with electric 
12 way adjustment and 
memory, electrically 
adjusted steering column 
plus satnav with colour 
screen and six-disc auto¬ 
changer. And discreet ‘R’

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Diesel cars causing hayfever misery, says allergy specialist 


DIESEL cars are making 
Cambridge’s city dwellers’ 
lives a misery, Kleenex 
consultant allergy expert Dr 
Adrian Morris warns this week. 

The pollen binds itself to 
cars’ exhaust residue, making 
it more likely to induce 
hayfever. The heavy diesel 
exhaust particles then carry 
the pollen residue deep into 
people’s airways. 

With diesel vehicles 
currently totalling around 40 


per cent of new cars being 
sold, this is a massive problem 
for hayfever sufferers, who 
make up around 65 per cent 
of Cambridge’s population, 
according to the research 
carried out by Kleenex. 

The revelation comes as 
nearly nine in 10 people (86 
per cent) said they believed 
they were safer from the 
symptoms of hayfever in the 
city than in the countryside, 
where the condition was first 


coined as pollen binds itself to 
hay. 

Dr Morris explains: “It used 
to be hay that pollen would 
bind itself to but what most 
people don’t know is that 
today it is the diesel exhaust 
residue on cars. With the 
amount of diesel cars 
constantly increasing, 
especially in cities, this is a 
massive problem for the UK’s 
many hayfever sufferers. 

“It’s beneficial to release the 


pollen from your respiratory 
system so it’s essential that 
you’re prepared whenever 
you’re out and about by taking 
antihistamines, a pocket pack 
of tissues and a bottle of 
water with you at all times.”
